going  north.  First  observer  also  said  the  object  turned  45 
which  he  later  changed  to  10  deg  over  the  phone.

The  cbssrvera  were  viewing  the  stars  through  a telescope  when  the  object 

' cai!ie  into  view  shortly  after  midnight.  According  to  the  observers,  all  of  a sudden

the  object  tapped  into  view  like  a lightning  bug  would,  and  moved  southv/est  at  an. 
an^iular  rate  c.:'  £ - 4 degrees  per  second.  Its  color  v;as  white,  like  a star,  for 
the  major  portion  of  its  Journey,  turning  to  a faint  red  after  approximately  10 
seconds.’  ’the  object  disappeared  suddenly  after  approximately  l6  - 17  seconds  total 
dui’ation.  According  to  one  v.dtness  the  object  turned  south  ' (according  to  his

report)  and  north  (according  to  his  drawing).  At  first,  one  observer  stated  that 
the  object  turned  45  de.grees  but  he  later  changed  his  estimate  to  10  degrees.  The 
other  observer  did  not  mention  any  turns  other  than  a slight  zig-zag  motion.  No 
sound  v/as  heard  and  no  trail  or  exhaust  was  observed.

the  time;  however,  no  trail  was  reported. 

There  is  no  indication  or  evidence  that  this  sighting  was  an  extraterrestrial 
vehicle  or  thr^t  it  posed  a threat  to  oux'  national  seciurity.  The*  case  is  carried  as

unidentiiiea  since  it  is  not  presently  explainable  in  terms  of  a meteor,  or  arjy 
other  plausible-  explanation.

There  is  still  the  possibility  that  it  could  have  been  a meteor  and 
that  the  boys  have  over-estimated  the  time.  They  reported  no  trail  whatever, 
however.  Another  possibility  is  that  of  an  aiiplane  suddenjy  tumirig  its 
landimng  lights  on  - wrong  direction  for  O'Hare  - but  it  might  ka  have  been 
in  the  landing  pattern.  But  why  should  it  suddenly  change  to  red  in  10 
seconds  and  then  go-,  out  very  shortly  thereafter?  It  disappeared  suddenly  - 
it  <id  not  fade  out  i/ith  distance.  The  boys;  both  reported  a completely  clear
